Labour’s Blindness. 


Two important references to the unem- 
ployment - problem .were made at Man- 
chester on Saturday. One was made by 
the King in opening an extension of the 
Royal Exchange, the other by Mr. J. R. 
Clynes, leader of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party. The King appealed

success. Mr. Clynes’s speech, on the 
other hand, was most unfortunate. Where 
the King was helpful, the Labour leader 
was the reverse, and the whole tone of his 
speech provides a mournful commentary 
on Labour's attitude towards the nation’s 
plight. He-announced calmly that at the 
recent conference with the Prime Minister 
the Labour leaders had refused point- 
blank to co-operate with the Government, 
the employers, and the bankers, in an 
effort to improve the country’s position. 
The excuse which Mr. Clynes put forward 
is typical of ‘the Labour mind in its 
official manifestations. Labour's remedy 
for the unemployment evil has been for- 
mulated already; Mr. Clynes embodied it 
in a bill which he intfoduced in the House 
of Commons during the past session. The 
Labour leaders are ready to help in the 
putting of this plan into operation ; but, 
said Mr. Clynes, “we have resolved unani- 
mously not to play anybody's game of 
further delay, and not to discuss with any- 
body the schemes of other people. . , . 
The hand of Labour must be free, when the 
Government's proposals come before Par- 
liament, to examine and amend them, and 
resist them if we do not think them good 
enough,”’ i

and a half of its supporters are trudging 
hungry through the stteets. Its amour 
propre is offetided because Parliament 
did ‘not see fit to accept its original 
proposals, and its attitude now is that of 
the sulky apprentice, who, when his work 
is criticised by his overseer, throws down 
his tools and says, “ Do it yourself.’’ The 
unemployment problem is far too grave 
for such childish behaviour. Mr. Clynes’s 
argument that the Labour Party must 
have a free hand in Parliament is 
absurd. The nation is threatened, just: 
as it was threatened seven years ago; 
but this time the enemy is even stronger 
and more implacable than the Germans. 
Therefore, the nation, and not any party 
or group of parties, must prepare to de- 
fend itself. Mr. Lloyd George, for ‘better 
or for worse, has outlined a plan for the 
relief and prevention of unemployment 
which has won the support of the whole 
Cabinet. To its success the assistance of 
organised Labour is essential, for no re- 
vival of trade will be possible unless, and 
until, the workers of the country agree to 
call a truce with their employers, and, 
for acertain period at any rate, to put new 
life into their tasks. That Mr. Clynes 
should regard the Government's plan just 
as it would regard any ordinary political 
bill—as something to be attacked in the 
House of Commons—is deplorable. If 
labour has any real desire to prove its 
capacity for goverriment, an excellent 
chance is within its grasp. 

The bad which has been 
made by Mr. Clynes's speech will be xe 
lieved, in some degree; by the trade re- 
turns which we print to-day. The month 
of September shows quite a remarkable im- 
provement. Exports have increased, im- 
ports fallen, and the, balance of 
trade has taken a welcome turn for the 
better. In August. our total exports 
amounted to £51,346,307 ; the September 
figure is £55,247,578. Thus there has been 
an increase of nearly £4,000,000. Imports 
in September cost nearly £1,500,000 less 
than they cost in August, with the result 
that the total turnover in our favour 
comes to almost £5,500,000. All the im- 
provement in export values is derived from 
manufactured There been 
satisfactory increases in the exports: of 
iron, steel, cotton, carthenware, glass, 
chemicals, and-dyes, while exported coal, 
although of much greater bulk, fetched 
nearly £500,000 less than the coal which 
went abroad in August. On the whole, 
the trade returns shed a gleam of hope;

The Loss of the Rowan. 

Two cities—Glagrow and Dublin—will 
mourn the loss of the Laird Line’s steamer 
There been more costly 
calamities of the sea—to-day is the third 
anniversary of the sinking of .the Leinster 
—but the end of the Rowan was peculiarly 
tragic. In the fatal fog she received her 
death-blow from a ship which, after the 
first collision with the West Coomak, was 
hurrying to the work of rescue. The 
dangers of Corsewall Point, which juts 
into the narrow sea between Scotland and 
the North of Ireland, are known to all 
mariners. Here, at midnight on Saturday, 
the Rowan was struck by an American 
ship. She sent out the wireless signal of 
distress, which was answered swiftly by 
the Clan Malcolm and the destroyer 
Wrestler. The Clan Malcolm,. speeding 
through fog and darkness, struck the 
Rowan amidships and sank her almost 
immediately. The latest reports say that 
twenty-three lives have been lost, includ- 
ing some of the crew and, it would seem. 
a considerable number of the members of 
a negro orchestra which was to have 
opened “an engagement to-day in Dublin. 
Unhappily, the name of Captain Brown, 
the master of the Rowan, does not appear 
in the list of survivors. He was a native 
of Glasgow, but his death—if he is. indeed, 
dead—will be regretted sincerely aé the 
port of Dublin.

LOSS OF THE LEINSTER. 


a strange and painful coincidence the loss 
of ie an at ai Dublin-bound passenger 
steamer, has occurred on the eve of the 
anniversary of the most appalling shippng 
disaster in the annals of the port of Dubhn— 
the sinking of the Royal Mail steamer Leinster 
by a German submarine when on her voyage 
from Kingstown to Holyhead on the morning of 
October 10, 1918. 

There were on board the Leinster when she 
left Kingstown 780 persons, of whom about “0 
were members of the crew. Of these, 193 were 
rescued. The number of lives lost was 587— 
the largest loss of life in the case of a me 
vessel during the war, with the exception of the 
Lusitania. 

Captain Birch, the master of the Leinster, was 
last seen alive in the water clinging to an up 
turned boat, and his body was among those 
ecovered. from the sea next day. The chief 

“Officer, Mr. Crangle, though injured in the legs 
as a result of the explosions, was saved, as was 
also the chief steward, Mr. Lewis, who lost two 
brothers and a cousin in the disaster. — 

This disaster was Dublin’s most intimate ex- 
perience of German “‘ftightfulness,’’ and many 
residents in the city and townships. were among 
the victims. It was a crime which evoked a 
feeling of profound. horror and indignation 
throughout the civilised world. | 

The accounts of the dreadful affair, though 
somewhat conflicting in detail, are in agreement 
that two torpedoes were fired at the mail boat, 
and that, had the second not been discharged, 
the loss of life would not have been so heavy. 
When the first torpedo struck the mail boat, 
which was travelling without a naval escort, the 
shock felt. on board was only slight, but the 
damage was serious, for the ship immediately 
began to settle down by the head 


The first torpedo struck the portion of the 
ship in which the -G.P.O. staff was engaged in 
sorting the mails, under the direction of áir, R 
Patterson, superintendent. All these officers, 
22 in number, with the sole exception of Mr. 
J. J. Higgins, Jost their lives—in fact, they 
never reached the deck, and were probably 
drowned or killed in the flooded cabin where 
they had been working. 

Several passengers who were on deck saw the 
first torpedo rushing towards the vessel, and 
when it struck many of them ran to help to 
lower the boats. They were working at the 
boats, while others were placing lifebelts on 
themselves, when a second terpedo struck the 
Leinster amidships with a terrific explosion and 
threw her right over on her beam ends. 

People who had taken their places in the boats 
were thrown out of them, while two of the 
boats capsized. Only one boat actually got clear 
of the ship. Passengers, deck furniture, and 
all sorts of articles went rolling in a confused 
heap into the sea. The majority of the pae- 
sengers sank, and when they came to the 
surface again the Leinster had disappeared. All 
these incidents occurred within ; space variously 
estimated at from two to five minutes. 

In the water a mass of people struggled 
desperately for life. Soon scores of bodies were 
floating about, still in lfebelts. When the 
strugglin passengers who were clinging to the 
rafte and wreckage had reached the point of 
despair assistance arrived in the form of naval 
vessels. The dead and the living were brought 
into Kingstown, and the survivors, many of 
whom had sustained hroken hmbs and other 
injuries, were placed in the Dublin hospitals. 
There were British, American, and Australian 
sailors and soldiers among the passengers, and 
many deeds of heroism and self-sacrifice are told 
of the awful tragedy.

the Roval Botanical Gardens at Glasneyin on 
an average of once a fortnight would, in the 
course of a year, have unfolded to his Intelligent 
vaze the flora of the world. 

He would not see, and would not have time 
to see, every plant; but he would see every kind 
of plant, tree, and shrub, and would see them 
as well grown, as, outside their native habitat, 
it 38 possible to grow them. This is only a 
roumlabout way of saying tha, with the excep- 
tion of Kew, there is not a botanical gardens 
in Europe or the United States to touch Glas- 
nevin. Kew surpasses it, but only in size. Each 
has floral treasures that the other lacks, and 
the process of exchange is net one-sided. 

At this very moment there is in bloom on 
the rock garden an anemone 4. offusmfolia 
yatula) that was brought back from Burmah or 
aoine, or some other such remote spot, by an 
Íriwh lady. She offered it, along with some other 
plants, to Kew, which refused to look at them 
Being Irish, and therefore not easily squélched, 
she brought them to Glasnevin, where itt was 
at once discovered that her little consignment 
included a new anemone, two new orchids, and 
other rarities. 

| have sometimes wondered, as I wandered 
through the lovely Garden at Glasnevin, with 
no other human soul in sight to dispute my 
sovereignty, what a Greek of Pericles’s time 
or a Roman of the Augustan age, or an Italian 
of the Medici period would have given for the 
opportunity that ‘is lying in the lap of every 
man and woman ia Dublin at no greater coat 
than a twopenny car ride. And what does 
Dublin think of, Glasnevin? So far as Í can 
gather, the better educated occasionally 
member it as the place where Gratidpa pro- 
posed to Grandma. For the proletariat it is a 
good place to take children—and forget about 
them. And theirs is the better because the 
more natural part. e 

lf any on reading these lines should. have 
remorse of conscience and resolve hereaftér to 
give the Botanical Gardens an established place 
in their otherwise contemptible lives, they could 
not choose a better time to begin than now.

MANY SAVED WITH DECK RAFTS. 


In an interview last night, the leader of the 
S\ncopated Orchestra, Mr. Robert E. Thompson, 
‘aid that the Clan liner crashed right into the 
heart of the Rowan, which shook horribly be- 
fore going down in what seemed a few seconds. 
Fortunately, after the first collision most of the 
Passengers had donned lifebelts, and brought 
ou deck rafts.

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DESTROYER'S DASH TO THE

Another afcount states that when the 
American cargo liner West Coomak, from 
San Francisco for Glasgow with a general cargo, 
struck the Rowan a slanting blow at the stern, 
listing her slightly, the Rowan appeared little 
the worse, and hopes were soon expressed that 
she would-be able to make for port under her 
own steam. The passengers and crew, however, 
were somewhat alarmed and rushed on deck. 
Many were scantily attired, as the majority had 
retired for the night. There was a ecramble for 
lifebelts and boats, but, as there was then little 
likelihood of the vessel sinking, the majority 
of those aboard were ultimately reassured. Ten 
minutes later, however, a second collision oc- 
curred, the Clan Malcolm crashing into the 
Rowan amidships. The Clan liner was outward 
from Glasgow io. Liverpool. She tore a 
large hole in the Rowan, which shivered from 
stem to stern, and within a couple of minutes 
went down. 

The captain, Donald Brown, who resided dt 
Fairlie Park Prive, Partick, Glasgow, was on 
the bridge when the second collision tdok place, 
and was sten to go down with the vessel, It 
is feared that he is lost.

BRAVE WIRELESS MAN, | 

Before she went down the Rowan was able tu 
send out the 8.0.8., the wireless operator stick- 
ing bravely to his post. This heroic conduct was 
in great meagure the means of averting a bigger 
calamity, as the: message was picked up by 
His Majesty’s' destroyer Wrestler, then making 
from Kingstown to Rosyth ria the North of 
Scotland. The destroyer was then 15 miles from 
the scene, but within little more than half an 
hour she was alongside the West Coomak and 
the Clan liner, which, fortunately, were not so 
seriously damaged as to prevent their crews 
from assisting in rescue work. The destroyer, 
under Captain Hamersley Heenan, rendered 
great service, and succeeded in picking up 23 
survivors, 


NERVE-SHAKEN PASSENGERS. 

Before then there had been a wild scramble 
on the Rowan. When the second collision oc- 
curred the passengers, who were just quietening 
down after the first shock, Jost their nerve, 
and, according to one of the survivors, pan- 
demonium seemed to break loose. Men, womeu, 
and children rushed about in all directions, while 
several endeavoured to lower the lifeboats: The 
majority. were simply swamped and went down 
with the Rowan. One of the officers was stand- 
ing in the promenade deck when the Clan Mal- 
coim crashed against the Rowan. He sprang 
and landed on the Clan liner. Others were not 
so fortunate, and a few were badly knocked 
about. i : 

The worst case was that of Lieutenant Thom- 
gon, who was ripped open. He was picked up 
by. the destgoyer, but died shortly after. He 
was formerlyta British officer, and was return- 
ing to Ireland for duty in the Roval Iri¢h Con.

PLACE OF TERRIBLE 
MEMORY. 
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The fatoeidutiee which Mr. Walter Baird, 
Manager in Dublin for the Laird Line, had yes- 
terday afternoon was that the ss. Rowan was 
sunk as the result of a collision with another 
vessel, an ocean-going steamer, in a dense fog 
off Corsewall Point, in Wigtonshire, and almost 
directly east from Larne. Fifty-one of the 
passengers and twenty-four. of the crew of the 
Kowan were reported saved. Thirteen of the 
crew were reported as missing. 

Among the missing is Captain Brown, the 
ship's master, a native of Glasgow. He was 
well-known to Irish passengers io and from 
Glasgow, as he commanded for many years, and 
was the company’s most experienced. navigator. 
The Rowan was in the Government service dur- 
ing the war, and Captain Brown proved an:able 
and efficient officer. | 

The Rowan left Glasgow at midday on Satur- 
day, and, having called at Greenock, as usual, 
started at 7 o'clock on her voyage for Dublin. 
She was little over three hours at sea, when a 
dense fog was entered. The neighbourhood of 
Corsewall Point has a mysterious terror for 
mariners, and a Scottish gentleman said yester- 
day that the very mention of the name inspired 
him. with fear. It has been the scene of many 
disasters from time to time. The wonder is 
that, under the circumstances, so many. persons 
were rescued. The colliding ship also was, it 
was stated, considerably damaged.

The housewife finds herself im a difficult 
position owing to the high prices charged 
in the shops for almost all classes of food- 
stuffs, and active measures to deal with 
the “ profiteers’’ are being taken through- 
out the country. 


In this matter, at least, Ireland refuses to 
acknowledge partition, and nearly every town 
and village is forming its committee or adopt- 
ing other means of lowering the prices of the 
necessaries of life. 

Dublin Corporation has decided upon drastic 
action against the offenders, and has adopted 
the report of a special committee, which recom- 
mends that the first offence shall be punishable 
by a fine, and the second and subsequent 
offences by imprisonment. 

The report also stipulates that retail price 
lists must be exhibited in. all shops, including 
drapers. The recommendations are embodied 
in a bill, which provides for the investigation 
of prices and profits by anti-‘‘ profiteering ” 
committees, the fixing of prices in different 
districts, and the imposition of penalties.

In meat, in particular, the fall has been most, 
welcome. This is largely due to the public 
spirited action of a well-known cattledealer in 
buying and killing, and then retailing the 
meat at an average price of ls. per Ib. 

Others have followed his example, and on 
Saturday another man was seén doing a 
splendid business in front of a house in Donore 
avenue, South Circular road. His charge for 
choicest cuts was ls. per lb., and in Jess than 
two hours he had nothing left but some bones 
and a small quantity of suet.

With tach competition growing more intense 
day by day, the butchers find that they are 
compelled to reduce their prices.

The retail prices in Limerick have shown no 
reduction, and a joint fommittee of the 
Corporation and the Trades’ Council has been 
. formed to deal with the matter. 

In Bantry there has been no appreciable 
fall, and, our Correspondent says, that con- 
sumers are becoming angry at the unjustifiably 
high retail prices, and that drastic action is 
threatened. : 

In the Midlands also dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed, and at a meeting in Athy shopkeepers 
were asked to reduce their prices and exhibit 
price lists.

A case of an unusual, and, from the medical 
and surgical point of view, very interesting 
character came ltefore Judge Linehan at the 
Dungannon .Quarter Sessions, when an appli- 
cant who had lost portion of his brain in a 
shooting outrage applied for compensation.

The applicant received his injuries in an 
ambush of Crown forces at Pomeroy on May 
16, and he claimed £5,000 damages. 

His principal witness, Surgeon Fullerton, of 
Belfast, said that when Sergeant Sloyne wae 
admitted to the hospital he was suffering from 
a compound fracture of the skull. Brain 
matter exuded from the skull and a piece of 
bone was’ embedded in the brain. ext, a 
portion of the brain, about the size of an egg, 
had to be removed, and the man was allowed 
to live the animal life in order not to interfere 
with the brain.

It is of 
good augury that the Irish should have cheered 
the head of the Empire who made the speech— 
and’ not only made it, but meant it—on his 
return to London. The Empire is a unity in 
diversity. Its diversities detract in no wise 
from its strength so long as they are bounded 
by common devotion to the ideals of ordered 
freedom for which the Empire stands. 

Ve believe that the Crown is the most pre- 
cigus possession of the free communities that. 
form the Empire. .We believe, too, that in his 
straightforward devotion to its peoples the King 
has. greatly served the Empire, and has de- 
served, as he assuredly has won, the love of all.

LORD HUGH CECIL'S- 
DENUNCIATION. 


Lotd Hugh Cecil, in a long. letter to J'he 
._Times on Nationalism, says:—Survey Europe, 
from the Shannon in the West to the Vistula 
and the Danube in the East, and vou will find 
everywhere the traces of the embittering and 
desolating influence of nationalism. It was the 
cause of the Great War. The German states- 
men and soldiers who prepared and began the 
war were devoted patriots, animated by 
patriotic zeal, and as anyone can see who reads 
the memoirs of Count Ludendorft, or Admiral 
Von Tirpitz, unselfishly given up to the service 
‘of their country. It was nationalism that not 


only: made the war, but defiled it with 
the ; shameful crimes “ that have 80 
deeply impressed our minds. The _ motive 


for. the submarine campaign, for the burning 
of| Louvain, for the cruel hr “séise Sh of France, 
for the execution of Captain Fryatt and Miss 
Cavell was nationalist sentiment. Those who 
wrought these things loved their own country 
and hated its enemies, and if the: German 
militarists were patriots, so also are the Sinn 
Fein murderers. The abominable crimes in 
Ireland, from which we turn sick with horror, 
were the fruit of nationalist sentiment. - 

We need not deny, the letter continues, that 
nationalism, under due discipline, is a beneficent 
force, like other passions, but when we see all 
the mischief it has done and the desolation it 
has wrought during the pdst few years, we have 
a right to ask that it should justify its deeds 
before the tribunal of conscience gp to 
the principles of the moral law. Lord Hugh 
Cecil concludes by declaring that nationalism 
is the curse of Europe. ; 

Commenting on Lord Hugh Cecil’s letter, in 
al leading article, The Times remarks :—A 
settied European peace is of pramipt importance 
to the world, and any idea which aims at 
‘contributing to it is worthy of sespect. 
readers may doubt whether Lord Hugh Cecil; 
a letter from w 
of nationalism as “ the curse of Europe,’ 
not gone too far in assigning all our present 
troubles to that source. ft is possible that the 

ord “ nationalism ” can be made to do duty 
| for too much, and in using it we should not 
ignore its different qualities. It may stand, for 
instance, for the spirit of German aggression 
which led to the war, or it may stand for 
the recognition on the part of other nations, 
under perhaps international sanctior and con. 
certed action, of the rights and individualities 
of peoples hitherto represeed or absorbed by 
more powerful systems. 

‘It is true that the European outlook may 
s¢em discouraging, and ws should be the Jast 
tp» desire to hinder the effective preaching 
which he, advocates by moralists. divines. 
s¢hoolmasters, and newspapers of the duty of 
neighbourly ‘conduct and brotherly love, but 
we cannot believe that anything substantia] 
will be gained by decrying an instinct which 
im. many parts of Europe has only just won 
the opportunity to express itself Upon it. 
amd not upon its negation, the future must be 
epnstructed, espedaliy if Lord Hugh Cecil's 
analogy of *‘ the passions’ is sound, for inter- 
nationalism. unless it develops naturally, and 
therefore, gradually, is bound, sooner or later, 
tp jead to even greater disillusionment.
